REMARKS 


Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as allegedly indefinite. 
According to the Office, claim 1 1 is indefinite because the nature of the receptor antagonism 
is not specified. 

Applicants thank Examiner Lukton for courtesies extended to Applicants' 
representative, Kristen J. Harrell, on January 26, 2004. The wording of a proposed 
amendment to claim 1 1 was discussed. Since the proposed amendment to claim 1 1 was 
entered by Examiner's Amendment, and a Notice of Allowability was issued February 9, 
2004, the indefmiteness rejection appears to be moot.
